“There’s often writing in his work,” explains his wife, Francoise, 
“either in the background or in the foreground.” The free-flowing 
calligraphy of his vertical and horizontal abstract poetry has an 
instant calming effect. 

Infused with intensely rich, vibrant textures in mostly reds, 
blues and golds, his paintings yearn not only to be seen, but 
to be touched, as well as heard. While experiencing Lauzon's 
larger-than-life paintings, the word movement repeatedly 
springs to mind, whether gazing at his many ships, or lively 
wind-blown willows. The enormous turquoise Japanese gong 
- set amidst a velvety black background - appears to vibrate 
with colourful waves of sound, and his renditions of phoenixes 
spark a powerful sense of rebirth. 

A career highlight career came in 1989, when Lauzon's art in the 
Biennial of Canadian Painting was granted a mention of excellence 
in composition by Rene Huyghe, curator of the Louvre in Paris. 

In addition to appearing in 30 solo and group exhibitions in 
several Montreal galleries and abroad, Lauzon's work has also 
been featured at the Rockefeller Centre in New York, and he was 
selected by the Conseil de la Peinture du Quebec to form an 
exhibition in 1997 to 1998, which was deployed to many cultural 
centres and museums in Quebec. 


His technique for capturing them on canvas, however, is 
decidedly unique. Accompanied by his pint-sized puppy, Elsa, they 
sit for hours by the Canal, absorbing the ebb and flow of passing 
ships, and he takes copious notes. Later, when the mood strikes 
him, Lauzon recreates bows and sterns, masts and mainsails, all 
in his “lyrical abstract movement my way” style. 


His lifelong love affair with art began at age five, when his 
mother discovered a drawing he did and mistakenly thought it 
was the 14-year-old neighbour’s artwork. Later, he was slapped 
in school for adding too much shading when asked to draw a 
potato, told it "looked dirty.” 


Influenced by Hans Hartung, Georges Mathieu, Jean Paul Riopelle, 
and many others, Lauzon keeps a workshop in Montreal, but his 
home - and his heart - have definitely relocated to the land of 
many ships. 

Lauzon says he will welcome the chance to share some of his 
work created during the last 25 years with his fellow “boat 
nerds,” Port Colborne neighbours, and anyone looking for an 
original Christmas gift, or to start their own collection. He will 
appear at Something Else, located at 244 West St., from 5 to 
8 p.m. on Friday, Dec. 12; from noon to 5 p.m. on Saturday, 
Dec. 13 and from noon to 4 p.m. on Sunday, Dec. 14.

Kids get push to start skating

Dale Vemelli tried skating once. He didn't 
have much success. 

He wants to get back on the ice soon. 

“It just seems like itwould really be fan to 
be able to skate," said the eighth-grader at St 
Mary Catholic School in Welland. 

He's excited knowing he'll soon be able 
to leant, with assistance from PenFinancial 
Credit Union's awaid-winning Skates for Kids 
program, which is supported by a number of 
community partners and which launched its 
collection program last week. 

Through the Skates for Kids program, two 
Niagara elementary schools are chosen each 
year to receive donated pairs of skates for 
each student to take to the ice. 

St. Mary was selected to benefit through 
the 2014-15 campaign because it's consid¬ 
ered a high needs school, with many children 
and their families living at or below the pov¬ 
erty line. Most of these students have never 
been afforded the luxury of learning to skate, 
participate in on-ice recreation programs or 
organized ice sports because they don't own 
apair of skates.

St Alfred Catholic Elementary School in St 
Catharines will also benefit from this year’s 
campaign. 

The program goal is to eventually supply 
every elementary school in Niagara with ice 
skates available to all students. This year, the 
aim is to accumulate 700 pairs of skates and 
700 helmets. 

“When we announced to the kids last 
month they had been chosen, they were all 
very excited,” program co-ordinator Josh 
Juhlke said during the collection campaign 
launch at Welland Arena 

“I can't stress just how much fun you kids 
will have when you hit the ice,” credit union 
CEO Bob Watson said toaselect few students 
participating in the Rose City launch. 

“It's areally happy time,” he added. 

“What I get out of it is seeing so many 
young people enjoying themselves.”

Tests confirm Niagara’s first flu case

Any doubt that the flu season has arrived 
in Niagara was erased by the public health 
department last week when it announced it 
had recorded its fust lab-confirmed case. 

Dr. Mustafa Hirji said tests carried out on 
an infant revealed a strain of influenza A. 

"Because there is no real treatment for 
the flu, we don’t do regular tests," Huji said. 
“What we do is tests on a schedule through 
the season to try to get a sense of what is 
going on in the community.” 

Although this is the first lab-confirmed 
case this season, Hirji said it is unlikely to be 
Niagara’s only case. 

"That baby had to get it from someone,” 
hesaid. "Soyes,ifyouhavealabcasethere 
is very likely a lot more of it in the commu- 

That's why Hirji continues to recommend 
everyone get the flu vaccine. He says it is the 
single best way to protect yourself and your 
family from the flu. 

The elderly, the young and the chroni¬ 
cally ill are most vulnerable to the flu, which 
causes coughing, sneezing, a sore throat and 
fever The flu kills about one thousand Cana¬ 
dians each year 

Hirji said most of the region-run flu clin¬ 
ics are over, but there are still some clinics 
being run in Thorold, Welland, Niagara Falls 
and Fort Erie. 

There are also general immunization 


FLU FACTS 

Flu germs from a sneeze can travel 
up to six feet and can live on surfaces 
for up to 48 hours. 

The flu vaccine is a safe, effective 
way to prevent illness, hospitalization 
and even save lives. Serious reactions 
from the flu vaccine are rare. Most 
common reactions may include 
soreness, redness or swelling at the 
injection site lasting up to two days. 

Hand washing, sneezing or coughing 
into your sleeve and staying home when 
you are sick reduces the risk of the flu.
